= theexcellence of it cannot beobtained by the labor and art of man( as all eaſily confeſſe

— Great Pocſic, blind Homer, makes all ſce 
Thee capable of all Arrs, none of thee, ID 
For out of him(according to onr maſt grane and indicial Plutarch) ave all Arts dedu- 
ced,confirmed,or illuſtrated. 1t u not horfor the worlds vilifying of #,1hat can make 
it wile: for ſo we might argue, &+ blaſpheme the moſt incomparably ſacred.it is not of 
the world 1odeed: but (like Truth) bides it ſelfe fro it. Nor is there any ſuch reality of 
wiſdomes truth in all bumane excellence as in Poets fictions. T hat auſ vulgar of 
liſh receipt of Poeticall licence being of all knowing men to be exploded; (accepting ity. 
ts if Poets had a tale-telling priniledge above others,) no Artiit being ſo ftritth 
inextricably confined to all the lawes of learning , wiſedome , and truth , as a Poet. 
For were not his fictions compoſed of the ſinewes and ſoules of all thoſe; how canld _ 
they differ farre from , and be combined with eternitie? To all ſciences therefore 1 
muſt till (with our learned and ingenious Spondanus)preferre it ; as haning a per. 
petuall commerce with the dinine Maieſly,cmbracing and illuſtrating al his moſt holy 
precepts;and enioying continuall diſcourſe with his thrice perfect, and moſt comfarts- 
ble ſpirit. And 45 the comtemplatiue life 1s moſt worthily cx dininely preferred by Pla- 
to, to the attine; as mach as the head 18 the fortetheeye tothe hand, reaſon to ſencez 
the ſoule to the bodie: the endit ſelfe yo all things direed tothe end: quiet to mation, 
and Eternitie 10 Time, ſo much preferre I diuine Poeſie 10 all worldly wiſtdewe.

O F bis countrey, and time, the difference is ſo infinite among ſt all writers , that 
kf there is no queſtion (in my conieFare ) of br amtiquitie beyond all. Towhich 6+ 
pinion, the neareſt I will cite; Adam Cedrenus placeth him wnder Davids & Solo» 
mons rale,c the deflruttion of T 4 ng Sauls. And of one age with Solomon, 
Michael Glycas Siculus ffirmeth him, Ariſtotle (in tertio de Poetica) affirmes 
be was borne inthe Ile of Io , begot of a Genius, one of them that wſed to dance with 
the Muſes,and « virgine of that Ilecompreſt by that Genius, who bei quicke with 
cbild ( for ſhame of the deed) came into a place called gina, and there was taken of 
theeues, and brought to Smyrna, 18 M200 king of the Lydians, who for her beaw- 
tre maried ber, After which, ſhe walking neare the flood Meletes, on that ſhore be+ 
87g oweriaken with the throwes of her delezerie , ſhe brought foorth Homer, and in- 


- fort, I onely ſubmit me. If any further edition of theſe my ſillie endewors ſhall chance, 


: exery man is ſo loded with his particalar head, and nothing in all reſpedts per« | 
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ſtantly died. The infant was received by M200, aud brought vp as bis owne till bis 
death; which w.us not long after. And «ccording to this, when the Lydians i# Smyr- 
na, were afflfted by the Aolians , and thought fit to leame the citie, the Captaines by 
8 Herald willing all to go out that would, and follow them, Homer (being a little 
child) ſaid he would alſo jungei'r. (that is , (equi.) And of that , ( for , 
which w.s bu fir#t name) be was called Homer, T heſe Plutarch, 

The warieties of other reports touching this , I omit for length : and in place 
thereof, thinke it not vnfit to inſert ſomething of his praiſe , and bonour amongſt the 
greateſl of all Ages; not that our moſt abſolute of himſelfe needs it , but that ſach 
autenticall teitimonies of hu ſplendor and excellence,may the better connince the ma- 
lice of bis maligners. 

Firit, what kind of perſon Homer was, ( ſaith Spondanus ) his fatue teacheth; 
which Cedrenus deſcribeth. T he whole place we will deſcribe, that our relation may 
hold the better coherence», as Nylander connertsit, Then wasthe OQtagonon at 
Conſtantinople conſumed with fire, and the Bath of Seucrus , that bore the name 
of Leaxippus: in which there was much warictie of ſpetFacle, and ſplendor of Arts, 
the workes of all Ages bring conferred , and preſerued there , of Marble, Rockes, 
Stones, and Images of Braſſe; towhich , this onely wanted; that the ſoules of the * 
perſons they preſented, were not tu them, _AmongH theſe maſter peeces, and all-wit- 
exceed.ng workmanſhips, [food Homer, as he was in bis age ; thoughtfull , and mu. 

ing: his hands folded beneath his boſome— , his beard wntrimmed , and banging 
Gowne, the haire of his head in like ſort thinne on both fides before, bis face with age 
and cares of the world (as theſe imagine) wrinkled and auſtere, his noſe proportioned 
10 his other parts, his eyes fixt or turned vp to his eye browes, like one blind(asit is re- 
ted he was) not born blind(ſaith Vell.Patcreulus) which he that imagins (ſaith 
be) is blind of all ſenſes. pon his wnder coate be was attired with a looſe robe ;, and «t 
the baſe beneath his feet a braJen chaine bung, iz was the ſtatue of Homer wbich 
in that conflagration periſhed. Another renowned ſtatue of his ( ſaith Lucian is bis 
Encomion ef Demoſthenes) food in the temple of Ptolomy, ow the band of 
bis own ſtatue.Cedrenus hkewiſe remembreth « _ in the Pallact of the king at 
Conſtantinople, that contained 4 thouſand 5 bundred and twentie 
which there was the gut of a Dragon, of an hundred and twentie, foote long ; im 
which , in letters of gold, the Tliads, and Odyſſes of Homer were inſcribed : which 
miracle ( in Baſiliſcus the Emperowrs time ) was conſumed with fire. 

For his reſpet# among the moſt learned , Plato in Tone calleth bim, Zpicor nas 
S«lramr ror wmr6y, Poctarum omnium , & preſtantiflimum, & diuiniſſimum. 
In Phzdone, 3% our, diuinum Poctam, and in Theztetus, Socrates citing 
dinerſe of the moſt wiſe» and learned for confirmation of his there beld opinion, (4: 
Protagoras, Heraclitus, Empedocles, Epicharmus, «»d Homer) ny} 05 1-9 
crates) 424inft ſuch an armie , being all led by ſuch « Captaine as Homer, dares fight 
or reſiſt, but he will be beld ridiculous! This for Scaliger, and all Homers envious 
and iznorant detrattors, Why therefore , Plato in another place baniſheth him with 
all other Poets ont of hisCommon-wealth,, dealing with them like a Politician in- 
deed, ſe men, and then caft them off, (though Homer be thinks fit to ſend out crow- 
ned and annointed,) 1 ſer not, ſince he maketh fill ſuch honorable mention of hins, 
and with his verſes, (as with precious lemmes,) everie where enchaceth his writings, 
So Ariſtotle, continually celebrateth him .Nay enen amone ft the Barbaroms not one- 
h Homers name, but his Poems hane bene recorded and reverenced. The ns 
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( ſaith Elianvs var. hiſt. lib.12.cap.48.)in their owne tongue had Homers Poems 
tranſlated and ſung. Nor thoſe Indians alone, but the kings of Perſia, And 

the [ndians (of all the Greek Poets, Homer being ever ff in eſlimatis,)whenſocner 
they ſed any diuine duties according to the cuſtome of their and hoſþi 
ies,they invited ever, Apollo, «nd Homer. Lucian in his Encomion of Demoſth, 
ef firmeth all Poets celebrated Homers birth day;c+ ſacrificed to bim the firſt fraites 
of their verſes. So Therſagoras anſwereth Lucianbe vſed to do himfelfe. Alex. Pa- 
phius (ſaith Euſtathius) delivers Homer, as borne of Egyprian Parents, Dmaſa- 
goras being his father and Achra his mother, his nurſe being a certaine Propbeteſe, 
and the daughter of Oris, Iſis Prieſt; from whoſe breaſts oftentimes, honey flowed in 
the mouth of the infant. After which , in the night , he uttered nine ſenerall notes or 
voices of fowles viz -& 4 Swallow,a Peacocke,a Douega Crow, a Partrich,a red. Shank, 
a Stare, a Blackebird , anda Nightingale: and being a little boy , was found playi 
in his bed with nine Doves. Sibylla being at a feaſt of bis Parents , was taken with 
daine farie, and ſung verſes,whoſe beginning was auamyoge moinm: polynice,fige 


nifying much vittorie;n which ſong alſo ſhe called bims weyexas _— imglorie.and

reperniw, ſignifying gyrlond-ſeller; and commanded bim to build a temple

With health renewd,and quite remoue,th'infeRion from their blood. 

He raid; and to his prairs againe, the God propitious ſtood. 
All, after prayre, caſt on falt cakes; drew backe, kild, Aaid che beeues, 
Cutout,anddubd with far their thighes, faire dreſt with doubled lcaucs; 
And on them, all the ſweet-breads prickt, The Prieſt with ſmall ere wood 
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Did ſacrifice; powrdon red wine, by whom the yong men ſtood, 
And turnd(in five ranks){pits;on which, (the legs enough)they cate 
The inwards;then in giggots cut,theother fit tor meatez 
And putto firzwhich(roſted well) they drew;the labour done, 
They ſcru'd the feaſt inthar fedall,to ſarrsfaction, 

Deſire ofmeate, and wine, thus quenchr, the youths crownd cupsof wine

Isdone him by the king of men :he forc't from him, aprife 
Wonne with his ſword. But thou,0 /ove,thatart moſt ſtrong,moſt wile, 
Honourmy ſonne, for my ſake;adde, ſtrength tothe Troians fide 
-4 his — his —_ and fee Troy amplifide 
ncon omuch,and ſolong,nill Greece may giue againe 
Thegloriereft him; andthe more, illuſtrate thefree 
Ofhis wrongd honour. /o#e,at this, late filent,nota word 
In long ſpace paſt him:T bezis ſtill, hung on his knee, iwplor'd 
The ſecond time;his helpe,and ſaid : Grant, or denie tmy ſuite, 
Be free in what thou doeſt,] know, thou can(tnor fitthus mute, 
For feare of any:ſpeake,denie,that ſoI may be ſure ; 
Ofall heauens Goddeſſes, tis I, that onely muſt endure 
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Diſhonor by thee. l#piter, the great cloud-gatherer, grieu'd 
With thought of 7 ok, of griefes, this ſuite askt, being atchicud, 
Sweld,ſigh'd,and anſwerd : Works of death, thou vrgeſt;O art this 
T#no will ſtorme, andall my powers, inflame with contumelies. 
Euer ſhe wrangles,charging me, in care ofall the Gods, 
That I am parriall ſtill; that I, adde the diſpleaſing oddes 
Ofmy aide to the Ilians, Be gonethen,leſt ſhe ſee: 
Leaue thy __ to my care: yet,that truſt may heartenthee

His ſiluer-hilted ſword he hung, abour his ſhoulders, rooke 
His fathers ſcepter, neuer ſtaind: which then abroad he ſhooke, 
And went to fleete. And now great heauen, Goddefle Anrora, ſcall'd 
To lone, and all Gods, bringing light, When THgememnon call d 
His heralds, charging them aloud, tocallto inſtant Court 
The thicke-haird Greekes. The heralds calf'd, the Greekes made quickereſortz

Amongſt whom, loves Ambaſſadreſſe, (Fame) in hervertue ſhin'd,' Fame nes cum, 
no. greedineſle to heare. The rabble thus inclin'd, np 
Hurricd together; vprore ſciſd, the high Court earth did grone 
Beneath the ſetling muleitude; tumule was there alone. 
Thriſc three voiciterous heralds roſe, to checke therour, and get 
Earetotheir /ove-kept Gouernors; and inſtantly was ſet 
That huge confuſion, euery man, ſer faſt, and clamorceaſt- 
Then ſtood divine Ltrides vp, and inhis hand compreſt | 
His ſcepter, thelaborate worke, of fierie Mulctber: The ſirpter of 
Who gaue it to Satarnian love; loneto his meſſengers PEEY 
His meſſenger (CA rgicider,) ro Pelops, skild in horſe; 
Pelops, ro Atrews chicte of men; he dying, gaue it courſe 
To ance T hyeſtes, rich in heards; T hyeies to the hand 
Of Agamemmonrenderd it, and withit, the command 
Of many les, and Argos, all, On this he leaning, ſaid: 

O friends, great ſonnes of Denaw, ſeruants of Marr, lone laid Ap enemnen ts 
A heauic curſe on me, to vow, and bindeit with thebent the Greekgs, 
Ofhis high forchead,; that (this Troy, of all her ſpent) 
I ſhould rerurne; yet now to mocke, our hopes, built on his vow: 
And ma inglorioutly my flight, when ſuch an overthrow 
Otbraue friends, I haue authored. But to his mightieſt will 
We muſt ſubmit vs; that hath raz'r, and will be razing ſtill, 
Mens footſteps, from ſo many townes; becauſe his power is moſt, 
He willdeſtroy moſt. But how vile, ſuch, and ſo great anhoaſt, 
Will (hew to future times? that matcht, with numbers farre, 
We flie, not putting on the crowne, of our ſolong-held warre? 
Of which, there yer appeares nocnd. Yet ſhould our foes and we 
Strike truce, and number both our powers, Troy takingall that be 
Her arm'd inhabitants; and we, in tens ſhould all ſit downe 
At our truce banquer: cuerie ten, allow'd one of the towne 
To fill his feaſt-cup,; many tens, would their attendant want: 
So much muſt , our power, cxceedsth inhabitant. 
Burt their auxiliarie bands; thoſe brandiſhers of ſpeares, 
(From many cities drawne)are they, that are our hinderers, 
Not ſuffering well-raiſd Troy to fall. Nine yearesareended now, 
Since /ove our conqueſt vow'd, and now, our veſlels rotten grow,

(Bcing angric for Achilles wrong) he cride out; railing thus: 
Atrides: why complainſt thou now? what thou more of vs? 
Thy tents are full of braſſe, and dares; the choice of all are thine? 
With whom, we muſt preſent thee firſt, when any townes 
To our inuaſton, Wantſt thou then (beſtdes all this) more 
From Troyes knights, to redeeme their ſonnes? whom, tobedearcly ſold, 
I, or ſome other Greeke,, muſt take? or wouldſt thou yet againe, 
Force from ſome other Lord, his priſe; to ſooth the luſts that raigne 
Inthy encroching appetite? it fits no Prineeto be 
A Prince of ill, and gouerne vs; or kade ogr ; 
By rape toruine. O baſe Greekes, deſerving infami 
And ils eternall: Greekiſh girls, not Greekes ye are: Come, flic 
Home with our ſhips; leaue this man here, to periſh with bispreys, 
And trie if we helpthim, ornot: he da man that weys 
 Farre more then he himſelfe in worth: he forc'tfrom Thetwſonne, 
And keepes his priſe ſtill: northink I, that mightie man hathrwonne 
The ſtile of wrathfull worthily; he's ſoft, he's roo remilſe,

ter for a ſcold or a bawd , then a man ſoftened by learning ) he belcheth againſt him, 
whons all the world hath rexerenced , and admired, as the fountaine of all wit, wiſ- 
dome, and learning. What touch'is it to me then, to beare ſpots of deprauations, whey 


my great maiſter i thus muddily dawbd with it ? But who ever ſaw true learning, 


wiſdome, or wit, vouchſafe manſion in any proud, vaineglorious and braggarth ſpi- 
rit , when their chiefe aft andendis, to abandon and abborre it? Languages eading, 
habne of ſpeaking, or writing in other learning , 1 grant in this reuiler great and «- 
bundant: but in this Poelie, nduadead, 1a as mm, and rammiſh.

And whomſoeuer in the preaſſe, he wounded, him he flue; 
Then ynder Aiax ſeuen-fold ſhield, he preſently withdrew, 
Hefar'dlike an vnhappie child, that doth to mother run K 
For ſuccour, when he knowes full well, he ſome ſhrewd turne hath doe, 
Whar Troians then were to their deaths, by Tewcers ſhafts impreſt* 
Hapleſſe Orſylochuewas firſt; Ormenrs, Opheleſt, 
Detor, and hardie Croniws, and Lycophon divine; 
And Amepaon, that did ſpring, from Polyemens line, 
And Menalippws: all on heapes, he tumbled to the ground. 
The king rezoyc'tro ſce his ſhafts, the Phrygian ranks confound: 
Who ſtraight came neare, and ſpake tohim, O Tevcer loucly man, 
Strike ſtill {o ſure, and be a grace, tocuerie Grecian; | 
And to thy father Telamon, who rooke thee kindly bome, 
(Although not by his wife, his ſonne) and gaue thee foſter roome, 
Euen from thy childhood, thento him, though far from hence remou'd, 
Make good fame reach; andto thy ſclfe, I vow what ſhall be prou'd:

In his Court-yard: a cup of gold, crownd withred wine he held 
Onth'holy Incenſorie poyr'd. You, when the Oxe was feld, 
Were dreſſing his dividedlims; wein the Porrall ood. 

Acbilles ſeeing vs come (o neare; his honorable blood, 

Was ſtrooke with areſpetiue ſhame, roſe, tooke ys by the hands, 
Brought vs bothin, and made vs lit, and v{dehiskind commands, 
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For [cemely hoſpitable rights; which quickly were appoſd, 
Then _ I - lc of foode) I ofa diſclold 
The royall cauſe of our repairez mou'd you and yourgreat friend 
To —— our renown ddefignes: both ſraight Sons 
Your fathers knew it, gaue conſent, and graue inſtruction 
To both your valours. Pelew charg'd, his moſt ſonne, 
To gouerne his vitonous ſtrength, and ſhine paſtall the reſt 
In honour, as in meere maine force. Then were thy partings bleſt 
With deare aduices from thy Sire, My loued ſonne, ſaid be, 
Achilles by his grace of birth, ſuperiour isto thee, 
And forhis force more excellent; yer thou more ripe in yeares: 
Then with ſound counſels (ages fruits) imploy his honord yeares; 
Command and overrule his moodeg his nature will obay 
In any charge diſcreetly giuen, that doth his good aſſay. 
Thus chargdthy Sire, which thou forgerſtz yetnow at laſtapproue 
(With forced reference of theſe) thattraction of his loue. 
Who knowes if ſacred influence, may bleſſe thy good intent, 
Andenter with thy gracious words, cuento his fullconſent? 
The admonirtion of a friend, is {weet and vehement. 
Ifany Oracle he ſhun , or if his mother Queene 
Hath brought him ſome inſtin from 1exe, that fortifies his ſpleeriey 
Let him refigne command to thee, of all his Myrmidens, 
And yeeld by that meanes ſomerepulſe, to our confuſions; 
Adorning thee in his bright armes, that his reſembled forme 
May haply make thee thought himlelfe, ad calme his hoſtile ſtorme: 
That ſoa little we may caſe, our ouercharged hands; 
Draw ſome breath, notexpire it all: the foe but faintly ſtands 
Beneath his labours; and your charge, being fierce, and freſhly giuen, 
They caſly from our tents and fleer, may totheir walls bedriyen. 
This mou'd the good Patroclus mind, who made his vtmalt haſte, 
Tinforme his friend; andatthe fleet, of *hacws he 
(At which there markets were diſpoſd, counſels and mattiall courts, 
And where to th'Altars of the Gods, they made diuinerefonts) 
He metrcnownd Earypelas, Evemons noble ſonne 
Halting; his thigh hurtwith a ſhaft: the liquid ſweatedidrun 
Downe from his ſhoulders, and his browes: and from hisraging wound 
Forth low'd his melancholy blood, yer ſtill his mind was ſound. 
His ſight, in kinde Parroclus breaſt, to ſacred pittic turnd, 
And (nothing moreimmarriall, for true ruth) thus he mournd,; 
Ah wretched progenie of Greece, Princes, deieQed kings: | 
Was ityour fates to nouriſh beaſts, and ſcrue the outcaſt wings 
Of fauage Vultures herein Troy? Tell me, Enemons fame, 
Do yet the Greeks withſtand his force, whom yet no force can tame? 
Orarethey hopeleſſe throwne todeath, by hisrefiſtleſſe lance? 
= uine Patroclas (he replide) no more ny ray" 1. 
Ietenfiue weapons; burto fleet, cadlongmuſtretire: 
For thoſe that tothis howre hauc held, our flcet trom hoſtile fire, 
Andarce the bulwarks of our hoſt, he wounded attheirtents

Atroclus, thus emploidin cure, ofhutt Eurypilus, 4 
Both hoſts are all for other wounds, doubly contentious; © 
One, all wayes labouring to expelhthe other to inuade: (made 1 
Norcould the brode dike of the Grecks , nor that ſtrong wall they 
Toguard their fleete, be long vnrac't; becauſe itwas notraild, 

By graue direction of the Gods; nor were their Deities praild 

(When they begun) with Hecatombes, that then they mightbe ſure : 

(Their ſtrength being ſeaſon'd wel with heau&)it ſhould have force endure, 

Ando, the fafeguard of their fleete, apdall their treaſurethere 

Infallibly had bene confirm'd; when now, their bulwarks were 

Not onely without powre of checke, to their aſſaulting foe c ; 
(Euen now, as ſoone as they were built) bur apt to overthrow: : 
Such, as in verie little time, ſhall burieall their fight | 

And thought, that euer they were made: as long as the deſpight 
Ofgreat Aacides held vp, and Hettor went not 

And that by thoſe two meanes ſtood ſafe, king Priamslacred towne: 
So long their rampire had ſome vſe, (though now it gaue ſome way-) 
But when Troyes beſt men ſufferd Fate, and many Greeks did 
Deare for their ſufferance then the reſt, home to their couneneturnd, 
Thetenth yeare of their warres at Troy, and Troy was ſacktand burnd. 
And then the Gods fell to their Fore: then they their pawres imploy- 
To ruine their worke, andleft leſſe, of that then they, of Troy. ' 
Neptune and Phebus rumbl'd downe, from the /dalias hils, 
An inundation of all floods, that rncarkeFrogeanges 
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Ontheir hugerampire; in one glut, all theſe rogether rorde, 
The names of Rheſus, Heptaporus, Rhodius, Scamander, (the adorde) 
the rixers <bowt © reſis, Simois, Greniew, Eſepm: ofthemall, 
we Apollo open'd the rough mouths; and made their luſticfall 
Raviſh the duſtic champian, where, many a helme and ſhield, 
And halfe-god race of men were ſtrew'd: and that all theſe might yeeld 
Full tribuce to the heauenly worke: Neptune and Phabus wun 
Toue to vaburthen the blacke wombes, of clouds (fild by the Sun) 
And pourethem into all their ſtreames, that quickly they mighr ſend 
The huge wall ſwimming to the Sea. Nine dayes their lights did ſpend 
To nights, in tempeſts; and when all, their vemoſtdepth had made, 
Jour, Phebur, Neptune, all came downe, andall in ſtate did wade 
Toruine of that impious fort: Great Neptune went before, 
Wrought with his trident,and the ſtones, trunkes, rootes of trees he tore 
Out of the rampire:toſtcthemall, into the Helleſponr, 
Euen all the prowd toile of the Greeks, with which they durſt confront 
Theto-be-ſhunned Deities: and nota ſtone remaind, 
Of all their huge foundations, all with the earth were plaind. | 
Which done; againe the Gods turnd backe, the ſiluer-flowing floods, 
By that vaſt channell, through whoſe vaults, they pourd abrode theix broods, 
And couerd all the ample ſhore, againe with duſtic ſand: 
And this the end was of that wall, where now ſo many a hand 
Was empticd of ſtones and darts, contending to inuade; 
Where C/amor ſpent ſo highathroate; and where the fell blowes made 
The new-built woodden turretsgrone. And here the Greeks were pent, 
Tam'd with the Iron whip of /oxe: that terrorsvehement 
Shooke ouer them by HecForshand, who was (in cuerie thought) 
—_ : ih) * , T he terror-mailſter of the field, and like a whirlewind fought; 
Ln, As freſh,asin hismornsfirſt charge. And as a ſauage Bore 
Or Lion, hunted long, atlaſt, with hounds and hunters ſtore, 
Is compaſt round; they charge him cloſe: and ſtand (as in atowre 
They had inchac'thim ) pouring on,of dartsan Iron ſhowre: 
His glorious heart yer, nought appald, and forcing forth his way: 
Here ouerthrowes atroope, and there; a running ring doth ſtay 
His vtter paſſage: when againe, that ſtay he ouerthrowes, 
And then the whole field frees his rage: ſo Hettor wearies blowes, 
Runsout his charge vpon the Fort: andall his force would force 
To paſſe thedike. Which being ſodeepe, they could not get theirhorſe 
To venter on: but trample, ſnore, and on the verie brinke, 
To neigh with ſpirit, yet ſtill tandoff: nor would a humane thinke 
The paſſage ſafe; orit it were, twas leſſe fafefor retreate, 
The dike being euerie where ſo deep; and (wheretwas leaſt deep) ſet 
With ſtakes exceeding thicke, ſharpe, ſtrong, that horſe could neuer paſſe 
Much leſle their chariots, after them: yet for the foote there was 
Some hopefull ſeruice,which they wiſht, _ then ſpakes 
Pelydame ſoakd Hettor, andall our friends of Troy, we indi creetly make 
- arp Offer of paſſage withour horſe: ye ſee the ſtakes, the wall, 
: Impoſlible for horſe to take; nor can men fight atall, 
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The place being ſtreight, and much moreapt, to letvsrakeour bane, 7 


Then giuethe enemie:and yet, if /ove decree the wane 
Of Grecian glory viterly: and ſo bereaue their hearts, 
That we may freely charge them thus, and then, will take our 

I would with all ſpeed, wiſh th'aſſaule : that vgly ſhame might ſhed! 
(Thus farre from home) theſe Grecians Butif 
And fallie on vs from their fleet, when in ſodeepe a dike 
We halllie ſtruggling; nota man, ofall our hoaſt is like 
Toliue, and carrie backe the newes: and therefore, be itthus: 


Here leaue we horſe, kept by our tnen,andall on footlet vs ; 


Hold cloſe together, and attend, thegrace of Heforsguidez 

And then they ſhall not beareour — ueſt ſhall be dide 
In their liues purples. This aduice, pleaſd Hefor, for twas ſound; 
Whofirſt obeyd ir, and full arm'd, Cote ts 
Andthenall left their chariots, when he was ſcene toleade; 
Ruſhing about him, and gaue vp, cach chariot and ſteed 

Totheir directors to be kept, inall procintof warre: 
There, and on that (ide of the dike. And thus thereſt 
Their onſet: In fiue regiments, they all their powre dinide: 

Each regimentallow'd three Chietes of all which,cuenthepride, 
Seru'din great Hedtors Regiment: forall were ſeton fire 

(Their paſſage beaten through the wall) with hazardous deſire, 

That they mighe once, bat fightat fleere, With Her, Captaines were, 
Polydamas, and Cebriones, who was his chariotere: 

But Hed7or found that place a worſe. Chiefes of the ſecond band, 

Were Pars, and Alcathows, Agenor. The command 

The third ſtrong Phalanx had, was giuen, toth'Avgure Hellenwe 
Deiphobus, that God-like man, and mightie Aſine; 

Euen Aſius Hyrtacides, that from Arisbarode 

The huge bay horſe, and had his houſe, where riuer Sellezs lowde. 

The fourth charge, good Aneesled, and with him were combinde 
Archelochus, and Acam.zs ( Antenors deareſt kinde) 

And excellent at eueric _ The fifth braue companie, 

Sarpedon had to charge; who chuſde, for his commands ſupply, 
Aſteropews great in armes, and Glaucws, for both theſe 

Werebeſt of all men, but himſelfe: but he was fellowleſſe. 


Thus fitted with their well wrought ſhields, downe the ſteepe dike they gog 


And (thirſtie of the walls aſſault) beleeue in ouerthrow: 

Not doubting but with headlong fals, to tumble downe the Greeks, 
From their blacke nauie: in which truſt, all on; and noman ſeeks 
Tocrofſe Poahdama aduice, with any other courſe, 

Bur Aſius Hyrtacides, who (prowd of his bay horſe) 

Would not forſake them; nor his man, that was theirmanager, 
(Foole that he was) but all to fleete: and little knew how neare 

An ill death ſat him, anda ſure; and that he neuer more 

Maſt looke on loftie /hon: but lookes, andall, before, 

Puton th'all-couering miſt of Farez that then did hang vpon 


The lance of great* Dencalides: he fatally _ on 
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they once turne head, 
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Apta ad rem 
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Theleft hand way; by which the Greeks, with horſe and chariot, 
Came vſually from field to fleet: cloſe tothe rs 
Which both vnbard andope hefound; that(o the cafier might 
Anentric be for any friend, that was behind in flight; 
Yernot mucheaſier for a foe: a mer yy me 
Maintaind vpon it, paſt his thought, who ſtill put or it hard, 

ly ſhowting- and with him, were five more friendsof name 
That would not leaue him, though none elſe, would hunt that way for fame 
(In their free choice) but he himlelfe, Oreſtes, lamenws, | 
And Acamas, Aſiades, T hoon, Oenomaus, 
Were thoſe that followed <Aſiws: within the gates they found 
Twoeminently valorous,that from the race renownd 
Ofthe tiohtvaliane Lapithes, deriu'd their high deſcent. 
Fierce Leontews was the one, like cars in detriment, 
The other mightie Poleper, the great Pirithors ſonne, 
Theſe ſtood within the frie cates, and nothing more did (hun, 
The chargeof Aſiwsand his friends, then two high hill-bred Okes, 
Well rooted in the binding earth, obey the airie ſtrokes 
Of wind and weather, — firme; gainſteuerie ſeaſons ſpight: 
Yet they pourc on continued ſhowrs, and beare their ſhiclds vpright: 
When in the meane ſpace Polypet, and Leomtews cheard 
Their ſouldiers ro the fleets detence: but when thereſt had heard 
The Troians in attempt toskale, Clamor and flight did low 
Amoneſt the Grectans: and then (the reſt diſmaid) theſe two 
Mer Aſ#« entring; thruſt him-backe, and foughtbefore their doores: 
Nor fard they then like Okes, that ſtood, butas abrace of Bores 
Couchr in theirowne bred hill, that heare,a ſort of hunters ſhowr 
And hounds in hotetraile coming on; then from their dens breake out, 
Traverſe their force, and ſuffer nor, in wildneſſe of their way, 
About them any plantto ſtand: butthickets, offcring ſtay, 
Breake through, and rend vp by the roors; whet gnaſhes intoaire, 
Which Twmol: fils, with ſhowts, hounds, horns, and all the hote affaire 
Beates at their boſomes: ſotheir armes, rung with aſſailing blowes; 
And fothey ſtirdthem in repulſe, right well aſſur'd that thoſe 
Who were within, and on the wall, would adde their parts; who knew 
They now fought forrheirtents, fleer, liucs, and fame; and therefore threw 
Stones from the wals and towres, as thicke, as when adrift wind ſhakes 
Blacke-clouds in peeces, and plucks ſnow, in great and plumie flakes 
Fromtheir ſoft boſomes, till theground, be wholly cloth'd in white 
Socarth was hid with ſtones and darts: darts from the T r0ian fight, 
Stones from the Greeks, that on the helms, and boſſic Troian ſhiclds 
Kept ſuch a rapping, itamaz'd, great .4ſius, who now yeelds 
Sighes, beates his thighes: and in a rage, his fault to ove applics. 
O Joke (faid he) now cleare thou ſhew'ſt, thou arta friend to lies; 
Pretending, in the _— of Greeee, the making of it good, 
Toalltheir ruines: which I thought, could ncucrbe withſtood, 
Yet they, as yellow Waſpes, or Bees (that hauing made their neſt 
The galping Cranny of hill) when for a hunters feaſt, 


Hunters 
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Hunters come hote and hungrie in; and dig for Comes: 
They flie vpon them, ſtrike and ſting: _— ow homes 
Will not be beaten, but defend, their labours fruite, and 
Nomore will theſe be from their port, but either loſe their 
(Alchough but two, againſt all vs) or beour priſoners madez 
All this, to do his action grace, could not firme /owe per{wade, 
Who forthe generall counſell ſtood; and (gainſt his _— brave) 
Beſtow'd on HedFor that daics fame. Yet he, and theſe behaue 
Themſelues thus nobly at this pot: but how at other ports, 
Andallalongſtthe ſtony wall, ſole force, gainſtforce and forts, 
Rag'd in contention twixt both hoaſts: ir were no caſie thing, 
(Had I the boſome ofa God) to tune tolife, and ſing, 
The Tro:ans fought not of themſclues, a fire from heauen was throwne 
Thatran —_ them, through the wall, meerc added totheirowne. 
The Greeks held not their owne: weake griefe, went with her witherd hand, 
Anddipr it deepely in their ſpirits, ſince they could notcommand 
Their forcesto abide the field, whom harſh Nereſatie 
( ſo ſaue thoſe ſhips ſhould bring them home) and their good forts ſupply 
Draueto th'expulſige fight they made; and this _ ſtoope them more 
Then Neediitſelfe could eleuate: for euen Gods did deplore | 
Their dire eſtates, and all the Gods, that were their aids in war: (far, 
Who ( —_— could notcleare their plights ) yet were their friends thus 
Still to vphold the ſort: for chen did Polepet paſſe 
Alanceat Dameſus, whole helme, was made with cheekes of braſſe, 
Yet had not proofe enough, the pyle, draue h it, and his skull; 
His braine in blood drownd; and the man, fo late ſo ſpiritfull, 
Fell now quite ſpirit-leſſeto carth. So emptied he the veines 
Ot Pylon, and Ormenws liues: and then Leomtew gaines 
Thelifes endof Hippomachas, Antimachw-his ſonne; 
' Hislancefcll at his girdle ſtead, and with his end, begun 
Another end: Leontews, left him, and through the preale 
(His keene ſword drawne) randeſperatly, vpon Antiphates, 
And liueleſſe tumbled him tocarth. Norcould all theſe liues quench 
His fierie ſpirit, that his ame, in Menens blood did drench, 
And rag'd vp, cuen to lamens, and yong Orefleslife, 
All heapt together, madetheir peace, in that red field of ſtrife, 
Whoſe faire armes while the victors ipoildzthe yourh of {on 
(Of which thereſeru'd the moſt and beſt) ſtill boldly built vpon 
The wiſedome of Polydamas, and Hettors matchleſle ſtrength, | 
And follow'd, fil with wondrous ſpirit; with wiſh, and hope atlengrh 
(The Greeks wall wwn) to fire their fleet. Bur (having palt the dike, 
And willing now; topaſle the wall) this prngyes ſtrike 
Their hearts with ſome deliberate ſtay: A high-flowne-Eagle ſorde 
On their troopes left hand, and ſuſtaind, a all engorde, 
[n her ſtrong ſeres, of wondrous (iſe, and yethadno ſuch checke 
[1 life and ſpirit, but ſtill ſhe fought, and turning backe her necke 
So ſtung the Eagles gorge, that downe, ſhe caſt her feruene prey, 
Amongſt the multitude;and tooke, vpon the _ her way;

Nor did the Eagles Airie, feed: Sothough we thus farre preale 
Vponthe Grecians; and perhaps, may oucrrune their wall,

That they willl fight, though in our ſeres; and willat length be loſd 
With all our outcries; and the life, of many a Troian brealt, 

Shall with the Eagle flic, before, wecarrie toourneſt 

Them, or their nauie: thus expounds, the Augure this oſtent, 

Whoſe depth he knowes; & theſe ſhould feare. Hed7pr, with countenance bent 
Thus anſwerd him: Polydamas, your depth in auguric 

Tlike not; and know paſſing well, thou doſt nor ſarisfic 

Thy ſelfe in this opinion: or if thou thinkſt it true, 

Thy thoughts, the Gods blind; toaduiſe, and vrge that as our due, 
Thar breakes ourdutics;and to pur, whoſe vow and {igne to me 

Is paſt direRly for our ſpeed: yet light-wingd birds muſt be 

(By thy aduice) our Oracles, whoſe feathers little ſtay 

My ſerious ations. What careT, if this, orth'other way 

Their wild wingsſway them: ifthe right,on which the Sunnedothriſe, 
Or, totheleft hand, where he ſes: Tis Joves high counſell flies 

With thoſe wings, that ſhall beare vp vs: Jones, that both carth and heauen, 
Both men and Gods ſuſtainesandrules: One augurie is giuen 

To orderall men, beſt of all, fight for thy countries right, 

But why fearſt thou our further charge?for though the dangerous fight 
Strew all men hereabout the fleet, yet thou needſt never feare 
Tobeare their Fates, thy warie heart, willneuertruſt thee, where 
Anencmies looke is; and yer fight : for, if thou dar'ſt abſtaine, 

Or whiſperinto any earc, an abſtinenceſo vaine 

As thou aduiſeſt: neuer feare, that any foe ſhall take 

Thy life from thee, for tis this lance. This ſaid, all forwards make 
Himſelte the firſt: ycr before him, exulting Clamor flew; : 

And thunder-louing- 1vpiter, from loftic 1ds blew , 
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A ſtorme that vſherd their affaule, and made them charge like him: /

Helmes ſtucke to helmes; and man to man, grew; they ſo cloſe aſſaild: 
Plum'd caskes,were hang'd in cithers plumes: all ioyn' fo cloſe their ſtands; 
Their lances ſtood, thruſt out ſo thicke, by ſuch all-daring hands. 

All benttheir firme breſts to the pointzand made ſad fight their ioy 
Of both: Troy allin ”_ efirſt, and Hedtor firſt of Troy, 

And asaroundpeece of arocke, which witha winters flood 

Is from his top torne; when a ſhowre, powr'd from a burſten cloud, 
Hath broke the naturall bond it held, within the rough ſteepe rocke, 
And jumping, it flies downe the woods, reſounding eueric ſhocke;

So Hedlor, hereto throated threats, to goto fea in blood, 


And reach the Grecian ſhips and tents; without being once withſtood: 
But when he fell into the ſtrengths, the Grectans did maintaine, 
And thatthey fought vpon the ſquare, he ſtoodas fetterd then. 
And fo, the aduerſe ſons of Greece, laid on with ſwordsand darts, 
(Whoſe both ends hurt) that they repeld, his worſt; and he conuerts

Automedon did therefgre guide (tor him) Achilles ſteeds, 

(Xanthus, and Balius (wiftas wind) gone by the ſeeds 

Of Zephyr, and the Harpie borne, Pordarge; ina meade 

Cloſe tothe wauic Ocees, where that fierce Hirpye feade. 

Automedon ioyn'd thee before,and withthe hindmoſt geres 

He faſtn'd famous Pedaſus, whom, from the maſſakers 

Made by Aches, when he tooke, Eetions weakhic towne, 

He brought, and (though of morrall race) yergaue himthe renowne 
To t-llow his immorrall horſe. And now, before his tents, 

Himſcife had ſeene his Ayrmidons, in all babiliments 

Otdreadfull warre: And when ye (ee (ypon amountaine bred) A mile neN 
Aden of Wolues, (about whoſe hearts, vameaſur'd ſtrengths are fed) ' linely expreſſine, 
New come from currie of a Stagge their iawesall blood-beſmeardy 

And when from ſome blacke water-fount, they altogerher herd;

(Old phylas) Polymelas ſonne, obtaind exceeding grace,

Pyſandrus, who in $kill of darts, obtaind ſupremeſt prailc 

Ofall the Myrmidons, except, their Lords companion. 

The fourth charge aged Phenix had, The fifth, Alcimedon, 

Sonne of Laercws, and much fam'd. Alltheſe digeſted thus 

In fitplace, by the mightieſonne, of royall Peleus, 

This ſterne remembrance he gaueall: You Myrmidons, (ſaid he) 

I cſt any of you ſhould forget, his threarnings vide ro me 

In this place; and throughallche time, that my iuſt anger raign'd; 

Attempting me with bitter words, for being ſoreſtrain'd 

(For my hote humour) from the fight: remember them, as theſe: 

Thou crucll ſonne of Pelews, whom ſhe that rules the ſeas,

But take our ſhips and ſaile for home; before we loyter here,

To be detaind ſo from the fic1d: now then, your ſplenes may bath 

In ſweate of thoſe great works ye wiſhtz now he that can emplo 

A generous heart, go fight, and fright, theſe bragging ſonnes of Trop. 
This ſertheir minds, and ſtrengths on fire, the ſpeech enforcing well, 

Being v{dein time; but being their kings, itmuch moredid im 

And cloſer ruſht-inall the troopes. And, as for buildings hie, 

The Mazon layes his ſtones morethicke, againſt thiextremitie 

Ot windand weather, andeuen then, if any ſtorme ariſe, 

Hethickens them the more for thats thepreſent a ſo plies 

His honeſt mindto make ſure worke. So, for the high eſtate

[n his owne ſhip, top-tild with veſts; warme robes to checke cold wind; 


And tapiſtries, all golden fring'd, and curl with thrumbs behind: 
He tooke a molt vnualewed boule, in which none dranke but he; 
Nor he, but tothe deities, nor any deitie, 
But /ove himſelfe was ſeru'd with that; and that he firſt did clenſe 
With ſulphure, then with fluences,of ſweeteſt water renſe. 
Then waſhe his hands, and drew himlclfe, a boule of mightie wine, 
Which (ſtanding midlt rhe place encloſde, for ſeruices diuine, 
And looking vp to heauen and /ove, who ſaw him well) he pour'd 
Vpon the place of ſacrifice, and humbly thus implor'd: 

Great Dodonews, Preſident, of cold Dodonaes towres; 
Diuine Pelaſeicus, that dwell ſt,farre hence; about whoſe bowres 
Th'auſtere prophetique Se; dwell, that ſtill leepe on the gtound, 
Go bare, and neuer clenſe their feete: asI before have found

I kill tay in the gatherd fleete, but haue diſmiſt my triend

O grant his valour my renowne; arme witlfmy mind his hart, 
That Hettors (elfe may know, my friend, can worke in fingle warre; 
And not then onely ſhew his hands, ſo hote and ſingular, 
When my kind preſence ſeconds him:bur,fight he nere ſo well, 
Nofurther let him truſt his fight: but when he ſhallrepell 
Clamor and Danger from our fleexe, vouchlafe alafe retreate

He prayd, and heauens great RR latisfyingeare, 
To one part of his oriſons, bur left the other there: 
Helet him free the fleere of foes, but ſafe retreate denide. 
Achilles left that verer part, where he his zeale applidez 
And turn'd into his inner tent; made faſt his cup; and then 
Stood forth, and with his miad beheld,the foes tight and his men, 
That follow'd his great minded friend, embartrail'd, till they brake 
With gallant ſpirit vypon the foe: Andas fell waſpes,that make 
Their dwellings in the broade high way, which fooliſh children vic 
(Their cottages being neare theirnelts) ro andabuſe 
With eucrvexing them, and breed (to ſooth their childiſh warre) 
A common ill to many _ 2 ifa eaſe 2 h 
(That would his iourneys end apply, : vnaſſayd) 
Comencare and vexethem,vpon himahe childrens faults are layds 
For on they flie, as he were ſuch, and ſtill defend their owne: 


So fardit withthe feruent mind, of cuery Myrmuden

rarrecltorhe All troupes ſtood troubl'd with concett, that Pelens ſonne was there; 
__ His anger caſt off at the ſhips; and each lookt cuery where 

For ſome authoritie to leade, the then prepared flight, 

Patroclas greeted with a lance, the region where che fight 

Made ſtrongeſt tumulr, neare the ſhip, Prozeſilaus brought, 

And ſtrooke Pyrechmen, who betore,the faire-helmd Peons fought, 

Led from Amydon, neare whoſe wals, the broad ſtream'd Axiusflowes, 
Pyrechmen/lain Through his right ſhoulder flew the dart, whoſe blow ſtrooke all the blowes 
byPatro/w4, Tr his powre, from his powreleſſe arme; and downe hegroning fell: 
or” ls His men all flying (their Leader fled.) his one dart did repell 

The whole guard plac't about the ſhip; whoſe fire extin, halfe burn'd. 

The Pons left her, and full crie, t&clamorous flight return'd. 

* Then ſpread the Greeks about their (hips; triumphant tumult flow'd: 

Simile, Andas from top of ſome ſteepe hill, the lightner ſtrips aclowd, 

Andlets a great skic out from heauen; in whoſe delightſomelight, 

All prominent forcheads, forreſts, towres, and temples cheare the fight: 

Soclear'd theſe Greeks, this Troian cloud; and attheir ſhips and rents 

Obrain'd alitle time to breathe, but found no preſent vents 

Tothcir incluſions; nor did Troy (though theſe Paonians fled) 

Loſe any ground, but from. this ſhip, they needfully turn'd head. 

Then euery man, a man ſubdude; Parroclusin the thigh 

Strooke Areilicas; his dart, the bone did breake, and flic 

Quite through, and ſunke him tothe earth.Good Menelaus ſlew 

Accompliſht T hoas, in whoſe breaſt (being nak'd)his lance he threw,

The nerves torne with his lances pile, and darkneſſe cloſde his eyes. 

Antilochus, Atymnias (eizd, his ſtecle lance did impreſſe 

His firſtthreegurs, and looſd hislife. Atyong Ne#eorides, 

Marrs, Atymnius bother flew, and at him, T hraſimed, 

(The brother to Antulochss) his cager Jauelins head, 

The muſcles of his arme cutour, and ſhiuer'dall the bone; 

Night cloſde his eyes; his liueleſle corſe, his brother fellypon. 
And ſo by two kind brothers hands, did two kind brothers bleed: 
Both being divine Sarpedons friends, and were the darting ſeed 

' Of Amiſodarus, that kept, thebane of many men, 
Abhord Chimera; and ſuch bane, now caught his childeren. 
Aiax Oileades did take, Cleobulus aliue, 
Inuading him, (ſtaid by thepreaſe) and at him then letdriue,

With his ſhort ſword, that cut his necke; whoſe bloud warm'd all the _ 
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Andcold Death, with aviolenr fate, his ſable eyes did ſecle. 
Penele us and Lycon,caſt, together off their darts; 
Boch miſt, and both together then, went with their ſwords, in parts 
The blade and hilt went,laying on, vponthe helmers height, 
Penelews (word caught Lyconsnecke,and cutit thorough quite. 
His head hung by the very skin. The fwift Meriones, 
(Purſuing flying Acamaes) iuſt as he got acceſſe 
To horſe and chariot, ouertooke, and tooke him ſuch a blow 
On his right ſhoulder, thar he left, his chariot, and did ſftrow 
The duſtie earth, life left his lims, and night his eyes poſleſt, 
1domen.exe his ſ{terne dart, at Erymas addreſt, 
As (like to Acamaes) he fled; it cut the ſuridry bones 
Beneath his braine, betwixt his necke,and ,andſoruns 
(Shaking his teeth out) through his mouth; his eyes all drown'din blood: 
Sothrough his noſtrils and his mouth (that now dart-open ſtood) 
He breath'd his ſpirit. Thus bad death, from euery Grec;an Chiefe, 
A Chiete of Troy. For,as to Kids, or Lambes,their cruelſt thiefe Simile, 
(The Wolfe) ſteales in; and when he ſees, that by the ſhephcards ſloth, 
' The damsare ſperſt abourthe hils; then ſerucs his rauenous tooth 
With wr gow" his ens et Gaal oo Greeks their foes, 
Diſcerning well, how [hricking flight, di ir ſpirits dif 
Their viding vertues quite Ps. And now the nk ne f ay 
That Aizx bore to HezFor, ſtill, by all meancs would haue 
Within his boſome with a dart: but he,that knew the warre, 
(Well coucr'd in a well-lin'd ſhield) did well petceiue how farre 
The arrowes and the iauelins reachr, by being within their ſounds 
And ominous fingings; and obſeru'd,the there-inclining bounds 
Of Conqueſt, in her aide of him, and ſo obeyd her ; 
Tooke ſafeſt courſe for him and his, and ſtood to her as , 
And as when Joze intendsa ſtorme, he lets out of the ſtarres Simile, 
From ſtcepe Olympus, a blacke cloud, that all heauens ſplendor barres 
From men on earth: ſo from the hearts, of all the Tra4a» hoſt, 
All comfort lately found from 7ove, in flight and cries was loſt. 
Nor made they any faire retreat; Hee#orsvnruly hore, 
Would needs retire him; and helefr, d his Troian force; 
Forc't by the (teepneſle of the dike, that io ull place they tooke, 
And kept them that would faine haue gone. Their horſes quite forſooke 
A numberof the Tro/aw kings, and leftthem in the dike 
Their chariors in their foreteames broke. Patroclw then did ſtrike 
While ſteele was hore, and chear'd his friends, nor meant his enemics good: 
Who when they once to flie, each way recciu'd a flood, 
And chok't themſclues with drifts of duſt. And now were clouds begot 
Beneath the clouds; with flight, and noiſcz the horſe neglected not. 
Their home intendments; and where rout,was buſieſt, there pour'don 
Patroclus moſt exhorts and threats, and then lay overthrowne 
Number benearh leona who (lyingin NIEny 
de th'after chariots iot and iumpe, in driving ourr them. 
Th'immortall horſe Patroclws rode,did paſſe the dike with caſe, 


And 
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And wiſh the depth and danger more- and Memetiades 

As great a ſpirit had to reach, tetiring HeeFors haſt, | 

But his fleetc horſe had too much law, and fetcht him off too faſt. 
And asin Autumne theblacke carth, is loden with theſtormes, 

That Jowe in gluts of raine poures downe;, being angry with the formes 
Ofivgdement in authoriſde men, that in their courts maintainc 

(With violent office) wreſted lawes, and (feating gods,nor men) 
Exile all juſtice; for whoſe faults, whole fields are ouerflowne, 

And many valleys cut away, with torrents headlong throwne, 

From neighbour mountaines; till the ſea, receiue them, roring 


in- 
Andiude'd mens labours then are vaine, plagu'd fortheir Iudges fin: 


Sonow the foule defaults of ſome, all Troy were laid vpon: 


' So like thoſe torrents roard they backe,to windic lion; 


And ſo like tempeſts, blew the horſe, with rauiſhing backe againe 
Thoſe hote affailants, all their workes,at fleetenow rendred vaine, 
Patroclus (when he had diſperſt,the formoſt Phalanxes) 
Cald backe his forces to the fleete, and would not let them preaſe 
(As they deſir'd) too neare the rowne; but twixtthe ſhips and floud, 
And their ſteepe rampire, his hand ſteept, Rexenge in ſeas of bloud. 
Then Pronows was firſt that fell, beneath his fierie lance, 
Which ſtrooke his bare breſt, neare his ſhield. The ſecond, Theftors chance 
(Old Enops ſonne) did make himſelfe; who ſhrinking, and ſer cloſe 
In his faire ſeate (euen with CONTIN ABI made) did loſe 
All manly courage; inſomuch, that from his hands, his raines 
Fell lowing downe; and his right jaw, Patroclas lance, attaines; 
Strooke through his teeth, and there it ſtucke, and by it,to him drew 
Dead T h:ftor to his chariot: it ſhewd, as when you view 
An Anglet from ſome prominent rocke, draw with his line and hooke 
A mightie fiſh out of the ſea: for ſo the Greeke did plucke 
The Troian gaping from his ſeate; his iawes op't with the dart, 
Which when Patroclus drew, he fell; his life and breſt did part. 
Then ruſhthe on Eryalws, at whom he hurl 'd a ſtone, 
Which ſtrake his head ſo in the midſt, that two was made of one; 
Two waycs it fell, cleft through his caske: and then T lepolemus, 
Epaltes, Damaſtorides, Euippus, Echins, 
Ipheas, bold Amphoterss,and valiant Erymas, 
And Polymelus (by his fire furnam'd Argeadas) 
He heapt vpon the much-fed earth. When loves moſt worthy ſonne 
(Diuine Sarpedon) ſaw theſe friends thus ſtayd, and others runne; 
O ſhame! why flie ye, then he cride? now ſhew ye feete enow: 
On, keepe your way; my ſelfe will meete, the man that ſtartles you;z 
To make mevnderſtand his name, that flants in conqueſt thus,

Soleft he him; and to the fight, did his bright head aduance, 
Mixt wich the multitude, and ſtird, foule Tumult for the foc. 
Then Hettor bad Cebriones, put on; himſelfe letgo 
All other Greeks within his reach, and onely gaue command, 
To front Patroclus, He at him, iumpt downe; his ſtrong left hand 
A Iauclin held; his right,a ſtone; a marble ſharpe; and ſuch 
As his large hand had powre to gripe; and gaue it ſtrength as much

Of great Eacidesbe forc't, to feed the beaſts of Troy. 

His voyce was firſt heard and obeyd, by ſwift Oileades. 

Idomenews, and his mate, (renown'd Meriones) 

Were ſeconds to 0ilew ſonne: bur, of the reſt, whoſe mind 

Can lay vpon his voice the names, thatafter theſe combind, 

Inſerting vp this fight on end? the Tro4ens firſt gaue on, 

And as into the ſeas vaſt mouth, when mightie riuers run, 

Their billowes, and the ſea, reſound; andall the vtter ſhore 

Rebellowes (in her angry ſhocks) the ſeas repulfiue rore. 

With ſuch ſounds gauethe Trees charge, ſo was their charge repreſt: 
One mind fild all Greeks, good braſſe ſhields, cloſe couchtto cuery breſt: 
And on their bright helmes /ove powr'd downe, a mightie deale of night 
. To hide Patroclus, Whom aliue, and when he was the knighe 

Ofthat grand child of Kacav, Satwraius did not hate; 

Nordead, would ſce him dealt to dogs, and fo didinſtigate 

His fellowes, to his worthy guard. At firſt the Trojans draue 

The blacke-cy'd Grecians from the Corlez but not a blow they gaue 
That cameatdeath. A while they hung, aboutthe bodies hecles, 

The Greekes quite gone. But all that while, did 4x whetthe ſteeles 
Ofallhis forces; that cut backe, way tothe Corſe againe, 

Braue 44x (that for forme, and faQ, paſt all thar did maintaine 

The Grecian fame, next T hetis ſonne;) now flew before the firſt: 

And asa ſort of dogs, and youths, are by a Bore diſperſt 

About a mountaine: ſo fledthele, from mightie Azax, all 

That ſtood in conflict forthe Corſe. Whothought, no chance could fall 
Betwixtthem and the priſe, at Troy. For bold Hipporhous, 

(Lethas, Pelaſgus famous ſonne) was ſo aduenturous, 

That he would ſtand, to borethe Corſe, about the ankle bone, 
Whereallthe neruie fiuers meete, and ligaments in one, 

That make the motion of thoſe _ through which hedid conuay 
The thong or bawdricke of his ſhield; and ſo was drawing away 

All thanks from Hefor, and his friends: but in their ſeed he drew 

An illthatno man could auert: For Telamoniss threw 


A lance thatſtrooke quiterhrough his helme;his braine came leaping ont: 


Downe fell Letheides, and with him, the bodies hoiſted foote, 
Farre from Lariſſasſoyle he fell, alittle time allow'd 

To his induſtrious ſpirits, to quit, the benefits beſtow'd 

By his kind parents. But his wreake, Priemides aſſaid, 

And threw at Aiax;but his dart, (diſcouered) paſt, and ſtaid 
At Schedius, ſonneof Iphitas: a man of ableſt hand 
Ofalltheſtrong Phocenſianr, and liu'd with great command, 
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Io Pavopews.The fell dart, fell through his channell bone, 
Pierc'tt h his ſhoulders vpper and ſet his ſpiri | 
Toa, ep angus ner yr yer 


hand gjui 
Tomartiall Phorcs (tartled ſoule, that was theatter ſpring 
Of Phewnopsleced: the iauelin ſtrooke, his curets ,andtore 
The bowels from the bellics mid(t. His fall made thoſe before 
Giue backe alittle: HedZors ſelfe, enforc't toturne his face. 
And then the Greeks beſtow'd their ſhowts, tooke vantage ofthe chace; 
Drew off, and ſpoild Hipporbow,and Phersis oftheir armes; 
Andthen aſcended /hon, had ſhaken withalarmes,' 
(Diſcouering th'impotenceof Troy) cuen palt the willof /ove; 
Andby the proper force of Greece: had Phabwe faild tomone 
Fneas, in ſimilitude, of Peripbas (the ſonne 
Of graue.Epyzes) king at armes; and had good ſeruice done 
Toold Anchiſer, being wiſe, and cucn with bim in yeaces. 
But (like this man) the farre-ſcene god, to Yewws ſonne appeares, 
Andaskt him how he would maintaine, ſteepe 1howin her height, 
In ſpite of gods (as he preſurn'd) when men approu'd ſoflcight, 
Allhis prelumprions: andalſ theirs, that puſt him with that pride, 
Beleeuing in their proper : and generally ſuppl 
With ſuc I multitudes? But he well knew that /ove, 
(Beſides rheir ſelfe conceipts ſuſtaind, their forces with more loue 
Then theirs of Greecez and yetall that, lackr power to hearten them, 
Aneas knew the god,and (aid, ltwasa Extreme 
That thoſe of Greece ſhould beate them fo, and by their cowardile, 
Not want of mans aide, nor the gods; and this (before his eyes) 
Adeitieſtood, euen now, and voucht, ing lee their aide; 
And ſo bad Hedtor, and the reſt, (to whomall chis he ſaid) 
Turne head; and nor, in thatquicke ages with the Corſe to Greece, 
This (aid, before them all he flew; andall (as of a peece) 
Againſtthe Greeks flew. Venus ſonne, Leocritas did end, 
Sonne of Arisbas; and had place, of Lycomedes friend; - 
Whoſe fall he friendly pitricd: andin , beſtow'd 
A lance, that Apiſeon ſtrooke, ſo ſore , that ſtraite he ſtrow'd 
The duſtie center; it did ſticke, in that congeaked blood 
That formes the liuer. Second man, he was of all that tood 
In name for armes, amongſt the troope, that from Pao camey 
Aſteropeur being the firſt: who was, in ruth, the ſame 
That Lycomedes was; like whom, he put forth for the wreake 
Ofhis (laine friend: but wrought it not, becauſe he could not breake 
That bulwarke made of Grecias ſhields; andbriftl'd waod of ſpeares 
ns aboutthe body {laine. Amongſt wbom Aiax beares 
egreateſt labour; euery way,cxhortir g to abide, gag) 2.3197; 9 
Anfeemns flie the Corlea foote; nor breake their rankes in pride 
Of any foremoſt daring ſpirit; butcach foote hold his ſtand, 
Andvſethe cloſeſt could. And this was thecommand 
Of mightic Aiax: which obſcru'd; they ficept the carch in blood, 
The Troian/and their friends fell dice Nora the Grecian: [tood 
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(Though farre the fewer ſuffred fate) for cuer they had care 
To ſhun confuſion, and the toyle, thar ſtill oppreffeth there. 

'  Sofetthey all the field on fire, with which you would havetbought, 
The Sunne and Moone had bene pur our , in ſuch a ſmoke they fought 
Abourthe perſon of the Prince, Burall the field beſide 
Fought vnderneath alightſomc heauen: the Sun was in his pride, 

And ſuchexpanſure o ——— _ out of his throne, 

That nota vapourdarſt appeare, in region: 

No, not vponthe higheſt hill. There fought they ſtilland brearhd, 
Shund danger; caſt their darts aloofe, and nota ſword vnſhearhd. 

The other plyde , itandche warre, and Nzght, plyde them as well: 
The cruell ſteele affliting all; the ſtrongeit didnot dwell 

Vnhurt within their iron roofes, Two men of ſpeciall name,

Vpon her citizens; to keepe, our men from ſpoyle, without? 
Butſtill we muſt impoſe, within? that houſes, with ourrour, 
As well as purſes, may be plagu'd? Before time, Priems rowne 
Trafhickt with diverCh,

He tooke his bellowes from the fire, and cuery inſtrument

Pur on his Cote, his Scepter tooke,andthen went halting forth:

As may renowne thy workmanſhip; him as much

Lettheſe wants breed thy thoughts, no care; I would itlay in me; :

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Though forg'd of nothingelſe 


And openly affirm'd he had, no penny fatisfied, 
Both ”_ 4 arbiterment; the people cryed twas beſt 
For both parts; and th'Aſſiſtanrs too, gane their doomes like the reſt, 
TheHerddsn made the people peace: the Seniors then did beare 
Thevoicefull Heralds {cepters; fate, within a ſacred ſphere 

On poliſht ſtones; andgaue by turnes, their ſ:ntence. In the Court 
Two talents gold were caſt, for him, that iugd'din iuſteſt fort,

Two wayes they reſolu'd; to ſee, the citic ouerthrowne?

Or keepe thy gifts, tis all in thee. The counſell now we hold, 
Is for repairing our maine field, withall our fortitude. 
My faire ſhew made, brookes no retreat; nor muſt dclaies deJude 
Our deedsexpeRance. Yer vndone, the great worke is; all eyes 
Muſt ſce Achilles in firſt fight, depeopling enemies; 
As well as counſell it in court: that euery man ſer on; 
May chuſe his man, to imitate, my excrciſe vpon. 
Fon 4» _ Vyſeranſwerd, donotyer, (thou man, madelike the gods) 
jb 8 Take taſting men to field: ſuppoſe, that whatrſoeuer ods, 
Ir brings againſt them, with full men, thy boundleſſe eminence, 
Can amplic anſwer, yet refraine, to tempta violence. 
The conflict wearing out our men, was late, and held as long, 
Wherein, though moſt, /ove ſtood for Trey; he yet made our part ſtrong 
To beare that moſt. Buttwastobeare, and that breeds lietle heart, 
Let wineand bread then adde to it: they helpe the twofold part, 
Theſoulc, and body in a man; both force, and fortitude. 
All day men cannot fight, and faſt; though neuer ſo indude

As fits example; and vs two. My mind yet makes me ſweare 
Not your impulſion, And that mind, (hall reſt ſo kind and deare, 
That [ will not forſweareto God. Letthen Achilles ſtay, 
(Though neuer fo inflam'd for fight) andallmen hareI pray, 
To ſtay, till from my tents theſe gifts, be brought DOSE the truce, 
At all parts finiſhe beforeall, And thou, of all I chuſe, 
(Diuine Yyſſes) and command, to chuſe of all pou hoſt, 
Youths of moſt honour, pad ps him we moſt, 
Thegifts we late vow'd; and the Dames, Meane ſpace, about our tents, 
Talthybius (hall prouide a Bore, to crowne theſe kind cuents, 
Wirh thankfull ſacrifice to /oxe, and tothe God of light. 
Achilles anſwerd: Theſe affaires,will ſhew more requiſite 
(Great king of men) ſome other time, when our more free eſtates Achilles to Vaſe 
Yeeld firceſſation from the warre, and when my ſplene abares. ſu, 
But now (to all our ſhames beſides) our friends by Hedtor (laine, 
(And Ione to friend) lie vafctch off. Haſte then, and meate your men; 
Though I muſt ſtill ſay:My command,would leade them faſting forth, 
And all tog-ther feaſt, at night.Meate will be ſomething worth, 
When ſtomacks firſt haue made it way, with venting infamie,

And life laſt with what life. All thoſe that held their breath 
From death in fight, the more ſhould cate, that ſo.they may ſupply 
Their fellowes that haue ſtucke in fieldgand fight inceſſantly, 
Letnoneexpett reply to this, nor ſtay; for this ſhall ſtand, 
Or fall with ſome offence to him, that lookes for new command; 
Who euer in diſlike holds backe. All ioyne then, all things fit, 
Allow'dfor all; ſet on a charge; at all parts anſwering it.
